November  Report  of  National  Egg-Laying  Contest 

at  Mountain  Grove. 


The  Ideal  Hen— Prize  Winners  and  Egg  Layers — Oregons  and  Reds  Tie  for  November.

N ORDER  to  succeed  in  breeding  any  animal, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  breeder  to  have  an  ideal 
and  his  efforts  must  be  for  the  production  of 
that  ideal.  Different  breeders  have  different 
ideals.  One  man  strives  to  produce  the  high 
scoring,  prize  winning  hen,  paying  little  or  no 
attention  to  egg  production,  while  another  tries  to  pro- 
duce the  high  laying  hen  and  ignores  fancy  or  show  quali- 
ties. All  will  agree  however,  that  the  highest  ideal  is 
the  hen  which  scores  high,  lays  a great  many  eggs  and 
lives  a long  time. 


Of  the  many  lessons  learned  in  the  egg-laying  contests, 
one  which  stands  out  most  prominently  is  that  color  has 
nothing  to  do  with  egg  production  and  that  high  scoring 
birds  are  often  high  producers.  In  order  to  get  an  idea 
of  the  standing  in  the  show-room  of  the  exhibitors  who 
have  had  high  producing  hens  in  the  contest  at  Mountain 
Grove,  a letter  was  sent  to  each  contestant  who  has  had 
hens  in  the  contests  which  produced  200  eggs  or  over. 
Sixty  contestants  were  heard  from,  giving  the  prize  win- 
ning records  while  their  hens  were  making  the  high  rec- 
ord at  Mountain  Grove.  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
twenty-three  prizes  were  won  by  these  contestants  which 
were  as  follows:  653  firsts;  477  seconds;  243  thirds;  198 

fourths;  92  fifths;  142  specials;  18  sweepstakes.  Eight  con- 
testants had  not  entered  any  shows,  therefore  had  won  no 
prizes. 


Many  of  the  hens  which  won  in  the  egg-laying  contest 
won  prizes  before  and  after  the  contest.  These  prizes 
were  won  in  San  Francisco,  New  York  and  Chicago  shows, 
ten  State  shows,  eighteen  State  fairs  and  many  district, 
county  and  local  poultry  shows.  This  would  indicate  that 
many  breeders  are  reaching  the  high  ideal. 

These  records  together  with  observations  made  during 
the  contests  indicate  that  color  of  bird,  color  of  eye,  kind 
of  comb,  etc.,  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  egg  pro- 
duction, and  that  the  fine  show  bird  which  scores  high  is 
just  as  sure  to  be  a good  egg  producer  as  the  low  scor- 
ing bird,  and  as  the  bird  which  scores  high  usually  carries 
herself  like  she  thought  “life  is  worth  living.”  She  has 
high  vitality  which  indicates  long  life. 

Summarizing  the  fancy  and  utility  question,  we  find 
some  contestants  who  win  in  egg  production,  but  not  in 
the  show-room.  Others  win  in  the  show-room,  but  not 
in  egg  production,  while  others  win  in  both  shows  and 
egg  production.  This  leads  us  to  believe  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  go  to  either  extreme  by  breeding  or  to  combine 
the  two. 


The  man  who  has  never  had  his  birds  in  a show  has 
no  right  to  claim  they  are  high  scoring  birds,  and  the  man 
who  has  never  tested  his  birds  for  egg  production  should 
not  boast  of  high  producers,  but  the  man  who  can  win 
in  both  deserves  the  highest  honors. 

The  fifth  National  Egg-Laying  Contest  is  starting  off 
nicely.  Fifty-one  and  two-fifths  of  the  birds  score  above 
90,  this  being  the  score  required  by  the  American  Poultry 


Association  to  win  a first  prize.  Therefore  51  2-5  per  cent 
of_  the  five  hundred  and  thirty  are  eligible  to  win  first 
prize  by  the  American  Standard  of  Perfection. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  birds  were  not  prepared 
for  exhibition,  it  is  evident  that  a higher  per  cent  would 
have  been  scored  if  they  had  been  washed  and  prepared 
for  scoring.

THE  VALUE  OF  A LIVE  POULTRY  SHOW. 


Poultry  Shows  Boost  the  Industry  and  Gets  New  People 
Started  in  the  Breeding  of  Purebred  Birds. — We  Need 
More  Live  Shows. — Every  County  Should  Hold  Poul- 
try Exhibitions  During  the  Fall  and  Winter  Months.

HHAT  a live  poultry  show  is  to  a community  is 
what  oil  is  to  the  bearings  of  machinery.  The 
fancy  would  soon  wear  out  if  it  were  not  for 
the  poultry  shows.  The  writer  has  attended 
some  of  the  best  shows  this  season  it  has  ever 
been  our  pleasure  to  visit.  This  all  goes  to 
show  that  the  poultry  industry  is  just  now  beginning  to 
wake  up  to  real  facts.  Some  two  or  three  years  ago  I 
met  a man  in  one  of  our  best  shows  who  was  at  that  time 
making  his  first  exhibit.  I was  talking  to  him  shortly  after 
the  judge  had  given  out  his  decision  on  the  classes  he  was 
interested  in  and  the  only  prize  he  won  was  fourth  hen. 
1 said  to  him,  "Well,  I presume  you  will  now  display  your 
sign  as  one  of  our  ‘quitters,’  will  you  not?”  To  this  he 
replied,  “Not  much;  I am  fool  enough  to  believe  that  there 
is  good  money  in  the  poultry  business  and  I am  just  an- 
other fool  to  believe  that  I can  exhibit  birds  that  can  win 
first  honors  just  as  well  as  my  competitors  and  if  I haven’t 
got  them  now  I will  go  after  them  and  bring  home  the 
bacon  and  in  due  time  you  will  see  me  win  the  laurels.” 
So  while  making  one  of  the  regular  shows  this  winter  1 
met  up  with  this  party  again  with  a full  string  of  birds. 
Remembering  distinctly  what  he  had  said  to  me  some 
few  years  ago,  I was  curious  to  know  just  what  he  had  in 
the  show  at  this  time.  It  seemed  that  he  remembered  the 
same  thing  and  as  soon  as  he  observed  my  presence  in  the 
show-room  he  came  right  up  and  said,  “Well,  Clipp,  if  you 
have  the  time  I would  thank  you  to  note  my  exhibit  this 
year  and  see  if  you  can  descern  any  improvement.”  I 
walked  over  to  the  aisle  containing  his  exhibit  and  at  a 
glance  I could  see  a vast  improvement  in  his  fowls.  I only 
passed  a few  casual  remarks  regarding  the  show  he  was 
putting  up,  not  caring  to  express  myself  fully  until  after 
the  awards  were  up,  believing  fully  that  he  would  be  able 
to  win  every  prize  competed  for.  Consequently,  after 
the  awards  were  made  known,  I found  he  had  won  every 
first,  second  and  third  prize  competed  for  and  allowed  the 
other  fellow  to  take  awav  the  minor  prizes.  After  the 
facts  had  been  known  and  everybody  was  talking  over  the 
decisions  made,  all  agreed  that  this  party  got  what  he 
rightly  deserved.  I said  to  him,  “Please  pardon  me,  but 
I would  be  pleased  to  know  just  how  you  advanced  so 
rapidly,  as  it  has  only  been  two  or  three  years  since  you 
took  to  the  woods  and  allowed  the  other  fellow  to  carry 
home  the  bacon.”  “But  it’s  different  now.”  he  said;  “I’ll 
tell  you  how  it  happened.  As  soon  as  I found  that  I did 
not  have  the  quality,  I sent  right  out  for  a good  male  and 
three  females,  the  very  best  I could  buy;  I paid  $50  for 
the  cockerel  and  he  proved  a grand  breeder;  I paid  $25 
each  for  the  hens,  making  a total  of  $125  for  the  four  birds, 
and  it  has  been  the  best  investment  I ever  made.  I have 
several  birds  at  home  just  as  good,  in  fact,  we  are  prepar- 
ing another  string  of  birds  for  the  State  show,  that  are 
just  as  good  as  these  and  I believe  I could  make  three  or 
four  shows  using  as  many  birds,  as  we  have  here  all  differ- 
ent individuals  and  make  as  successful  win  as  we  have 
here,  but  we  will  only  make  the  State  show  now  and  will 
then  mate  up  our  pens  as  we  are  having  several  calls  for 
eggs  at  good  prices.  Just  sold  two  settings  this  morning 
for  $10  per  setting  and  I think  that  is  right  good,  don’t 
you?  And  then  again,  I don’t  like  to  keep  such  quality 
out  in  the  show-room  so  long  as  it  seems  to  injure  them 
to  exhibit  them  so  long.” 


Well,  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  poultry  shows  are 
the  life  of  the  fancy  poultry  industry.  I have  been  pretty 
largely  over  the  West  and  Northwest  and  have  taken  in 
many  of  the  best  shows  on  the  Pacific  Coast  where  almost 
everything  is  at  least  fifty  years  in  advance  of  the  Middle 
West;  have  seen  what  I supposed  shows  that  could  not 
be  excelled,  but  when  I attended  the  Louisville,  Ky., 
show  during  Thanksgiving  week,  this  year,  I said  to  some 
of  my  friends  and  to  Judge  Pickett  that  I would  certainly 
have  to  take  off  my  hat  to  the  fanciers  of  Louisville,  who 
have  made  it  possible  that  the  Armory  show  was  the 
grandest  thing  of  the  kind  I ever  witnessed.  But  when 
we  note  the  officials  that  were  back  of  this  great  amuse- 
ment it  is  no  wonder  that  the  uniform  cooping,  the  display

of  ornamental  fowls,  the  great  display  of  every  kind  of 
dogs  on  earth,  the  pigeons  and  the  floral  display  was  su- 
perior to  any  other  in  this  country. 

Great  credit  is  due  Superintendent  J.  Gaylord  Blair  for 
the  arrangements  and  the  display  given  each  exhibit.  A.  W. 
Haller  proved  himself  a genuine  secretary,  as  he  was 
“Johnny  on  the  spot”  early  and  late.  I have  been  in 
shows  that  the  secretary  was  constantly  absent;  nothing 
could  be  done  on  account  of  the  absence  of  the  secretary; 
but  such  was  not  the  case  in  the  Louisville  show.  Eugene 
J.  Straus,  the  president,  was  as  busy  as  busy  could  be, 
when  his  time  was  not  all  taken  up  in  his  private  office  he 
was  seen  running  on  high  throughout  the  hall  looking 
after  the  interest  of  the  exhibitors  as  well  as  the  associa- 
tion. 

When  shows  of  this  class  are  pulled  off  it  can  only  be 
said  that  it  is  another  page  in  history  that  will  record  the 
details  of  that  Southern  hospitality  which  was  shown  the 
exhibitors  by  the  management  of  this  great  Armory  show. 
When  such  exhibitors  as  H.  L.  Bratton,  C.  C.  Loomis  and 
W.  E.  Swift,  of  Rhode  Island  Red  and  Rhode  Island  White 
fame,  pronounce  such  shows  the  best  they  ever  saw  it 
means  something,  as  these  exhibitors  have  exhibited  in  the  „ 
best  shows  in  the  country  and  know  what  it  takes  to  con- 
stitute a good  show. 
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A show  of  this  class  can  hardly  be  estimated  of  its  true 
value  to  the  fanciers.  I will  venture  to  say  that  this  show 
will  be  the  direct  result  of  hundreds  of  many  new  fanciers 
and  will  mean  thousands  of  dollars  spent  for  birds  of  every 
description;  in  fact,  such  shows  are  the  live  wires  of  the 
country  and  should  have  the  support  of  every  active  fan- 
cier. I am  going  to  prophesy  that  next  year  will  bring 
out  one  of  the  best  shows  ever  seen,  even  superior  to  this 
last  show  if  such  a thing  is  possible.  The  Crystal  Palace, 
Madison  Square  Garden,  or  Chicago  may  claim  some  more 
popularity,  but  they  cannot  possibly  put  up  a better  ar- 
ranged show  or  better  quality  of  birds.  There  were  birds 
in  the  Louisville  show  that  were  as  good  as  good  ever 
made  them  and  in  future  it  will  be  recognized  as  the  lead- 
ing show  of  the  country  and  a winning  there  will  add  as 
much  honor  and  value  to  the  specimen  as  if  it  had  won  at 
New  York.  Of  course  many  will  doubt  this,  but,  believe 
me,  those  who  attend  this  show  will  fully  realize  that  a 
bird  that  has  won  at  the  Armory  show  of  Louisville,  is  a 
bird  of  great  value  and  was  in  a strong  class.  Again  we 
must  say  that  while  Louisville  shows  have  not  been  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  national  shows  by  some  pet  fanciers, 
she  is  today  in  a class  with  the  most  noted  national  shows 
of  the  world. 


HATCHING  AND  CARE  OF  THE  EARLY  CHICKS. 


Valuable  Suggestions  as  to  the  Hatching  and  Feeding  of 
the  Small  Chicks  for  the  Best  Results.— For  Show 
Birds  for  Early  Fall  Fairs  Hatch  During  January  and 
February.

HE  larger  breeds  as  the  Rocks,  Wyandottes  or 
Orpingtons  should  be  hatched  in  February  or 
March,  properly  cared  for  and  fed  so  as  to 
reach  full  development  and  have  proper  weight 
by  fall.  Selection  of  pullets  for  breeding  should 
be  made  from  these  early  hatches.  Strength 
and  vigor  must  be  kept  in  mind  in  making  these  selections. 
The  lighter  breeds  as  the  Leghorns  may  be  hatched  about 
the  first  of  April.  Pullets  hatched  at  this  time  will  begin 
to  lay  in  the  fall  and  will  probably  not  moult  until  the 
following  fall.  Thus  saving  the  loss  incurred  by  the  birds 
going  through  a moult.  Often  such  breeds  hatched  a 
month  or  two  earlier  begin  laying  in  the  early  fall  then 
begin  to  moult  which  causes  them  to  stop  laying  for  a 
while. 

The  following  ration  is  used  in  chick  feeding  this  year 
at  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 
The  baby  chicks  for  the  first  five  days  are  fed  a mixture  of 


Rolled  oats  8 parts 

Bread  crumbs  or  cracker  waste  8 parts 

Sifted  beef  scrap  2 parts 

Bone  meal  1 part 


This  mixture  is  mixed  with  sour  skimmed  milk  and  fed 
five  times  a day.  Shredded  green  food,  fine  grit  and  char- 
coal is  scattered  over  the  food. 

From  five  to  fifteen  days  the  following  mixture  is 


given: 

Cracked  wheat  3 parts 

Cracked  corn  (fine)  2 parts 

Pinhead  oatmeal  1 part 


Scattered  in  light  litter  morning  and  evening. 

The  following  mixture  with  sour  milk  is  given  three 
times  a day  in  addition  to  the  above.  At  the  end  of 
fifteen  days  it  is  fed  only  twice  a day: 


Wheat  bran  3 parts 

Corn  meal  3 parts 

Wheat  middlings  3 parts 

Beef  scrap  3 parts 

Bone  meal  1 part 


After  the  chicks  are  thirty  days  old  give  moist  mash 
once  a day.  And  keep  same  mash  dry  in  dry  mash  hop- 
pers before  them  at  all  times.  And  give  the  following  in 
litter  morning  and  evening: 


Whole  wheat  3 parts 

Cracked  corn  2 parts 

Hulled  oats  1 part 


After  the  chicks  are  six  weeks  old  continue  dry  mash  as 
above  and  give  the  whole  wheat  and  cracked  corn  equal 
parts  in  hopper. 


Chicks  should  be  provided  with  green  pasture  made 
by  spading  up  their  run  and  sowing  it  down  in  oats  or 
rape.  Clean  water  should  be  kept  before  them  at  all 
times.  The  pans  must  be  thoroughly  washed  each  day. 
Avoid  damp  foul  ground  and  if  brooding  is  done  by  the 
hen  keep  her  confined  till  chicks  are  weaned  and  remove 
to  clean  fresh  ground  once  a week.  Disinfect  with  a five 
per  cent  carbolic  acid  solution  or  othei;  equally  good  disin- 
fectant all  feeding  utensils  and  brooder  or  brood  coop 
frequently. 


THE  VARIETY  OF  POULTRY  YOU  SHOULD 

BREED. 

The  Runner  Duck  Offers  Great  Opportunities  Because 
They  Have  Proven  to  be  Great  Layers,  with  Large 
Egg  Records.

HE  American  people  are  considered  very  pro- 
gressive, and  are  usually  on  the  lookout  for 
something  good,  for  new  improvements  and  for 
the  best  in  all  lines  of  fowl,  but  they  have 
failed  to  discover  the  great  advantages  of  the 
purebred  Runner  ducks  over  all  variety  of 
other  fowl.  In  Europe  the  duck  is  considered  the  great- 
est utility  fowl,  and  the  eggs  of  the  duck  are  looked  on 
as  a luxury,  while  in  America  there  are  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  our  people  who  have  never  tasted  a duck  egg.  It 
is  true  that  some  duck  eggs  may  be  strong  and  not  of  a 
good  flavor,  but  it  is  different  with  the  Runner  duck  eggs; 
they  are  the  most  delicious  eating  of  all  variety  of  eggs, 
and  most  of  them  are  double  the  size  of  the  ordinary 
hen’s  egg,  in  addition  to  this  the  Runner  egg  contains 

30  per  cent  more  protein  for  the  same  weight  of  hens’ 

eggs,  showing  it  is  much  richer  and  a fine  food  for  invalids. 

A lot  of  advertising  has  been  done  in  our  daily  papers 
about  a Leghorn  hen  which  laid  315  eggs  in  365  days. 
This  is  a world’s  record  for  a hen  in  competition.  This 
record  will  be  announced  from  the  housetops,  and  a great 
to  do  made  of  it;  yet  very  little  is  known  by  our  people 
of  egg  records  of  Runners.  We  have  a record  of  one 
Runner  duck  in  competition  laying  320  eggs  in  365  days, 
and  we  are  willing  to  wager  that  these  320  eggs  were 
twice  as  large,  and  weighed  twice  as  heavy  as  the  315 
eggs  laid  by  the  Leghorn.  Such  being  the  case,  the  duck 

is  ahead  of  the  Leghorn  to  the  extent  of  double  the 

amount  of  egg  production  or  in  other  words,  the  duck  laid 
enough  egg  material  to  make  613  Leghorn  eggs.  This  is 
something  to  think  about,  and  it  is  no  idle  dream,  as  any 
breeder  who  has  the  purebred  Runners  will  tell  you  that 
the  Runner  duck  is  the  greatest  layer  of  pure  white  eggs 
of  any  fowl  in  the  world,  and  they  will  lay  at  all  seasons 
of  the  year. 

To  get  the  best  egg  results  they  must  be  protected  from 
severe  snowstorms  and  well  housed  in  the  Northern  cli- 
mate with  plenty  of  good  dry  bedding,  fed  a good  laying 
ration  and  the  ducks  should  not  be  frightened  by  persons 
or  animals  at  any  time,  as  a fright  will  stop  the  egg  yield. 

The  original  Runners  came  from  the  Dutch  East  India 
Islands,  not  from  India  as  most  all  writers  have  claimed. 
These  native  birds  are  smaller  in  size  and  more  upright 
than  our  Penciled  Runner,  but  in  all  other  respects  they 
are  not  as  good  a fowl  as  our  standard  bred  Penciled  Run- 
ner, which  holds  the  record  of  the  world  in  competition 
as  the  greatest  of  egg  producers. 

Now  is  the  time  for  the  buying  of  drakes  and  mating 
them  up  for  next  spring's  hatching.  It  requires  ducks  a 
longer  time  to  mate  up  than  it  does  other  fowl  and  for  this 
reason  the  mating  should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible. 
Get  the  best  quality  drakes  to  mate  up  with  your  flock 
that  you  can  afford,  one  which  is  purebred  and  of  an 
established  egg  producing  strain  of  Runners.  By  getting 
better  drakes  every  year,  you  can  build  up  your  flock 
wonderfully. 

If  you  are  not  a breeder  of  Runner  ducks,  do  not  fail 
to  give  them  a thorough  study  before  going  into  the  poul- 
try business,  as  you  will  find  that  they  have  many  ad- 
vantages over  the  chicken,  not  being  subject  to  the  great 
number  of  ailments  a chicken  is  heir  to,  that  they  can  be 
housed  in  cheap  quarters,  are  not  heavy  eaters,  can  be 
kept  on  wet  ground,  or  on  dry  soil,  with  only  drinking 
water  furnished  them.  A two-foot  fence  will  hold  them; 
they  do  not  scratch  up  the  garden  and  they  will  destroy 
all  the  mosquitoes  in  the  neighborhood.

ANY  people  have  been  under  the  impression  for 
a number  of  years  that  the  South  cannot  pro- 
duce as  good  show  birds  as  the  North  or  East, 
but  surely  O.  B.  Andrews,  of  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  has  more  than  demonstrated  what  a 
Southern  breeder  can  produce  after  winning 
with  his  Premier  strain  of  Barred  Rdcks  at  every  large 
show  all  over  the  country  in  the  strongest  of  competition 
he  could  possibly  find.  During  the  past  two  years  he  has 
won  the  best  prizes  at  such  shows  as  Panama  Exposition, 
Hagerstown,  Chicago,  Chattanooga,  Memphis,  Atlanta, 
New  Orleans  and  scores  of  other  shows.

WHY  RHODE  ISLAND  REDS  ARE  SO  POPULAR. 


They  Are  an  American  Production  and  Have  Grown  in 
Popularity  Until  They  Are  One  of  the  Most  Popular 
Breeds  Known — -They  Are  Great  Winter  Layers  and 
an  Ideal  Farm  Fowl.

HY  are  so  many  people  taking  up  the  breeding 
of  Rhode  Island  Reds?  _ First,  they  are  the 
great  utility  fowl,  combining  the  ability  tb  pro- 
duce the  maximum  amount  of  eggs  and  meat 
in  a given  time.  Second,  the  eggs  are  large 
and  brown,  always  fertile  and  are  produced  in 
large  quantities  in  the  wintertime  when  prices  are  up. 
Third,  the  chicks  are  easy  to  raise,  quick  growers  and  early 
broilers.  Fourth,  they  are  best  for  the  city  lot,  being 
.easily  confined  by  a four-foot  fence.  On  the  other  hand, 
when  given  their  liberty,  they  are  fine  foragers  and  make 
the  best  farm  fowl.  Fifth,  every  one  admires  their  plum- 
age. What  can  surpass  the  rich,  glossy  coloring  of  the 
well  bred  Rhode  Island  Red  male  or  female? 

The  Rhode  Island  Red  is  strictly  an  American  produc- 
tion and  being  an  outcross  for  so  many  years,  has  given 
them  certain  desirable  characteristics  which  place  them  in 
the  foremost  ranks  of  utility  fowls.  Their  great  con- 
stitutional vigor  and  unsurpassed  egg  productiveness  have 
won  for  them  a host  of  admirers. 

The  true  shape  of  the  Rhode  Island  Red  is  the  nearest 
of  all  breeds  to  the  real  egg  type.  The  long,  oblong  body 
with  full,  round  breast  is  characteristic  of  the  breed.  The 
back  should  be  carried  horizontally  with  head  and 
low,  thus  giving  the  idea  of  extreme  length.  This  ad- 
vanced type  is  now  seen  on  nearly  all  the  great  winners 
of  the  day  and  the  short,  high  tailed  Red  in  the  show- 
room has  become  a thing  of  the  past. 

The  standard  weights  for  Reds  are:  cocks,  8V2',  hens, 
6 Y2',  cockerels,  7%;  pullets,  5 pounds.  These  weights  are 
larg^  enough  for  good  utility  fowls.  A Red  pullet  will 
attain  standard  weight  in  five  or  six  months  and  be  ready 
to  lay,  whereas  the  large,  heavy  specimens  require  eight 
to  ten  months  to  reach  maturity.  Any  tendency  to  in- 
crease the  weight  of  the  Reds  will  injure  their  strong 
utility  characteristics. 

Rhode  Island  Reds  are  no  longer  hard  to  breed  true  to 
color.  The  tri-colored  males  and  buff  females  are  now  a 
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thing  of  the  past.  Carefully  bred  Reds  will  throw  no 


more  culls  than  any  other  breed.  Uniformity  of  color,  espe- 
cially in  the  females,  has  been  the  hardest  obstacle  to 
surmount,  there  being  a tendency  to  run  to  the  lighter 
shades,  particularly  the  second  year.  Carefully  bred 
flocks  now  show  evenness  and  uniformity  of  coloring, 
even  after  the  moult.  The  best  colored  specimens  are 
very  valuable  and  eagerly  sought  after  for  breeding  and 
exhibition  purposes.  The  ideal  color  is  a rich,  lustrous, 
uniform  red,  with  undercolor  to  match  and  free  from  pep- 
pering or  excess  color.  We  must  have  a gloss  and  bril- 
liance to  our  Reds  to  make  them  attract  attention  in  the 
show-room.  Then  they  must  be  dark  to  possess  a uni- 
form coloring,  not  approaching  a mahogany  but  that  happy 
medium  of  rich  blood  red  that  cannot  be  described.  Truly 
the  breeding  of  Reds  is  a fascinating  study. 


HOW  TO  GET  GOOD  EGG  PRODUCTION  FROM 
YOUR  HENS. 


It  Pays  to  Keep  Purebred  Birds. — Use  Great  Care  in  the 
Proper  Selection  of  Layers. — Provide  Comfortable 
Houses  and  the  Proper  Rations. — Keep  the  Hens 
Happy  by  Making  Them  Exercise  After  All  the  Grain 
Given  Them.

F YOU  want  to  secure  a goodly  number  of  eggs 
it  is  necessary  to  make  the  proper  selection  of 
hens.  In  breeding,  one  should  select  for  longev- 
ity, use  late  moulters,  select  early  producing 
pullets,  use  fall  and  winter  layers,  select  heavy 
eaters,  select  early  risers  and  late  retirers, 
select  mature  birds.  We  believe  it  pays  to  keep  purebred 
poultry  because  they  are  more  reliable  in  breeding,  great- 
er egg  producers,  superior  in  meat  quality — mixed  breeds 
tend  to  revert.  Purebred  first  cost  of  starting  is  but  little 
more  and  it  costs  no  more  to  keep  them.  One  should 
secure  better  results  in  feeding,  better  hatching  quality, 
less  broodiness,  more  • attractive  appearance.  Size,  shape 
and  color  of  egg  more  uniform,  can  sell  eggs  and  stock 
for  breeding,  has  greater  selling  value,  can  start  up-to- 
date,  great  pleasure  as  well  as  profit. 

Laying  hens  should  be  kept  warm  and  protected  from 
storms.  We  recommend  the  open-front  house  with  per- 
fectly tight  back,  sides  and  roof,  so  there  will  be  no 
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draught  upon  the  birds.  We  are  preparing  some  blue 
prints  and  instruction  sheets  for  those  of  our  State  who 
desire  them.  One  building  will  accommodate  twelve 
birds,  another,  a two-unit  house  with  thirty,  or  fifteen 
in  each  unit;  and  still  another  unit  house,  200  or  100  in 
each  unit. 

To  keep  the  hens  happy  they  should  have  about  a foot 
of  wheat  or  oat  straw  in  the  bottom  of  the  house  into 
which  the  scratch  feed  should  be  thrown.  The  dropping 
board  should  be  cleaned  at  least  twice  a week  and  still 
better,  once  a day.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  the  birds  free 
from  lice  and  chiggers.  To  do  this  it  is  necessary  to  fre- 
quently clean  and  spray  the  nests  and  walls,  cracks  and 
crevices  of  the  whole  building,  using  a one  to  five  per  cent 
solution  of  creolin,  kreso  or  other  good  coal  tar  disin- 
fectant, and  pour  kerosene  on  the  roosts  and  dust  insect 
powder  among  the  feathers  of  the  birds,  stroking  the 
feathers  forward  so  as  to  get  the  powder  to  the  skin. 
Vermin  weaken  birds,  and  lay  them  open  to  attacks  of 
disease  and  are  indirectly  the  cause  of  more  loss  from 
death,  egg  production  and  flesh  than  any  other  one  cause. 

The  birds  should  not  be  frightened  by  strangers  and 
dogs,  etc.,  entering  their  premises. 

The  first  feed  should  be  given  about  7 o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  should  be  thrown  in  the  straw  in  the  hen- 
house so  the  hens  will  be  kept  busy  scratching  for  an  hour 
or  more.  This  is  called  scratch  feed  No.  1. 

Dry  mash  should  be  kept  in  slatted  hoppers  in  such  a 
way  that  they  cannot  throw  it  out  and  this  feed  should  be 
kept  before  them  at  all  times. 

The  second  scratch  feed  should  be  given  about  3 o’clock 
in  the  afternoon  and  should  be  thrown  in  the  hen  house 
so  as  to  make  them  work  for  it.  This  is  called  scratch 
feed  No.  2. 

Scratch  feed  No.  1 used  in  our  work  at  the  station  plant 
at  the  present  time  consists  of  the  following: 


Wheat  1 part 

Oats  1 part 

Scratch  feed  No.  2 consists  of  the  following: 

Sifted  cracked  corn  (coarser  part) 2 parts 

Wheat  1 part 

Oats  1 part 

The  dry  mash  consists  of  the  following: 

Wheat  bran  3 parts 

Wheat  middlings  2 parts 

Ground  oats  2 parts 

Corn  meal  1 part 

Cottonseed  meal  1 part 

Meat  scrap  1 part 

(Thoroughly  mixed.) 


In  addition  to  this,  skim  milk,  clabber  or  buttermilk 
should  be  given.  If  the  birds  cannot  get  green  feed  they 
should  be  given  once  a day  cabbage,  mangles  or  any  other 
green  feed.

MERITS  OF  THE  RHODE  ISLAND  WHITES. 

If  You  Want  Meat  and  Eggs,  Select  This  Breed. — One 
Man  Reports  a Hen  Laying  the  First  Day  of  October 
and  Laid  173  Consecutive  Days. — They  are  also 
an  Ideal  Fancier’s  Fowl.

O YOU  know  of  all  the  many  valuable  breeds  of 
chickens  the  Rhode  Island  White  is  generally 
conceded,  by  all  who  have  tried  them,  to  be 
America’s  best  yet?  Why?  Because  they  pos- 
sess the  most  sensible  standard  type  and  color 
of  any  breed  in  existence;  because  they  will 
produce  more  meat  and  eggs  during  the  year  on  the  same 
amount  of  feed  than  any  other  breed,  and  are  equal  to  the 
best  as  a fancier’s  bird.  Meat  and  eggs  are  what  the 
people  need,  and  who  would  object  to  their  needs  being 
accompanied  by  the  beautiful?  Or,  in  the  language  of 
one  of  our  Rhode  Island  White  breeders,  ‘Why  raise 
utilities  you  cannot  show?  Why  raise  show  birds  that 
will  not  lay?” 

Not  long  since  a White  Leghorn  breeder  who  usually 
carried  away  the  blues  at  the  big  shows,  was  asked  by 
another  if  he  did  not  find  the  type  with  which  he  wins 
poor  egg  producers.  He  replied,  “Darn  the  eggs — I am 
a fancier.”  This  is  the  trouble  with  nearly  all  the  old 
standard  breeds.  The  best  layers  are  not  the  show  type 
and  consequently  the  business  hen  is  sacrificed  to  give 
place  to  the  fancy.  Here  is  where  the  Rhode  Island 
Whites  have  the  advantage.  Not  so  much  to  contend 
with  in  the  way  of  color  and  the  laying  qualities  get  more 
consideration.  And  not  only  the  laying  qualities,  but 
other  qualities  that  make  a hardy,  thrifty,  quick-maturing 
bird.  Their  utility  qualities  do  not  have  to  be  disregarded 
in  order  to  get  either  proper  type  or  color.  They  are  a 
medium  well  built  bird  for  market  purposes  and  large 
enough  and  splendidly  shaped  for  good  egg  producers. 
Having  long,  broad,  deep  bodies,  they  have  ample  capac- 
ity for  food  consumption,  consequently  a large  egg 
capacity.  And  combining  as  they  do-  more  good  features 
with  fewer  bad  ones  than  any  other  breed  yet  offered 
to  the  public,  they  are  bound  to  excel  when  it  comes  to 
profit. 

As  a table  bird  they  simply  cannot  be  beaten.  An 
elderly  lady  of  Massachusetts  expressed  my  sentiments 
well  when  she  wrote,  “The  Rhode  Island  Whites  make 
the  nicest  table  bird  I ever  saw  and  the  sweetest  eating. 
I,  have  dressed  hundreds  of  birds,  but  I never  dressed  a 
prettier  or  ate  a sweeter  one.  They  are  the  smartest  birds 
I ever  raised  and  the  largest  for  their  age.”  There  have 
been  and  are  being  many  tests  made  of  their  hardiness, 
thriftiness,  quick-maturing  and  egg-laying  qualities  and 
they  inevitably  win  out. 

Last  year  our  January  hatched  pullets  running  at  large 
fed  only  on  dry  grain  began  laying  the  first  of  June.  This

Here  were  also  produced  hens  with  records  up  to 
290  eggs  in  364  consecutive  days.  Mr.  Mittendorff  informs  us  that  after  carefully  pur- 
suing his  trap-nest  record,  finds  fully  45  per  cent  of  all  1914  hatch  pullets  on 
hand  December  3,  1915,  average  201  eggs  each  so  far  in  eleven 

months. 
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year  the  March  hatched  pullets  with  same  treatment  be- 
gan laying  the  first  of  August.  Many  reports  of  their 
achievements  as  layers  come  to  this  office.  Will  give  a 
few.  I can  furnish  names  and  addresses.  If  you  doubt 
them 'you  are  at  liberty  to  take  the  matter  up  with  head- 
quarters. One  man  reports  a hen  began  laying  the  first 
day  of  October  and  deposited  173  eggs  in  the  173  con- 
secutive days  following.  Another  a pen  of  six  pullets  laid 
43  eggs  in  seven  days.  Another  reports  a 75  per  cent 
egg  yield  from  twenty  months  old  hens  during  the  last 
two  weeks  in  October.  Another  reports  an  average  of 
171  eggs  from  a flock  of  82  hens  and  pullets  in  ten  months, 
from  January  1 to  November  1,  1915. 

At  the  Owensboro.  Ky.,  poultry  show,  December,  1914, 
an  exhibit  of  Rhode  Island  Whites  made  the  best  average 
egg  yield  of  any  variety  in  the  show.  The  same  was 
true  of  a class  exhibited  at  North  Yakima,  Wash.,  Jan- 
uary, 1915.  In  the  National  Egg-Laying  Contest  at  Moun- 
tain Grove,  Mo.,  closed  November  1,  1915,  with  seventy- 
five  pens  and  twenty-six  varieties  competing,  there  were 
only  two  pens  of  Rhode  Island  Whites.  Both  pens  were 
listed  among  the  ten  best  pens  for  the  year.  Seven  of 
the  ten  were  Leghorns.  One  of  the  Rhode  Island  White 
pens  won  the  December  cup  and  held  second  place  to 
June.  Then  during  the  summer  months  it  fell  back  to 
fourth  place.  During  September  and  October  it  won  back 
what  it  had  lost,  winning  second  place  for  the  year.  Beaten 
only. by  a pen  of  English  White  Leghorns.  Thus  winning 
over  all  American  birds  in  the  contest.  The  other  pen 
of  Rhode  Island  Whites  won  sixth  place.  Thus  proving 
all  we  have  ever  claimed  for  them  in  the  way  of  eggs — 
that  they  lay  as  well  as  the  Leghorns  and  lay  better  when 
eggs  are  the  highest.  * 

Their  merits  are  not  all  in  their  laying  qualities.  They 
make  top-notch  breeders.  Throwing  chicks  like  unto 
themselves.  Chicks  that  hustle  and  grow,  and  it  is  sur- 
prising how  true  to  color  and  type  they  come  when  in  the 
hands  of  a careful  and  painstaking  breeder.  One  man  re- 
ports ten  birds,  hatched  from  a $5  setting  of  eggs,  were 
exhibited  and  scored  by  Judge  .Richards  at  Decorah,  Iowa, 
January,  1915.  They  scored  as  follows:  First  cockerel, 
92%;  pullets,  93%.  93%.  93.  92%.  92%,  92%,-  92%,  91;  and 
the  other  cockerel  88%,  cut  two  for  weight.  What  variety 
of  fowls  can  beat  that?  At  Ohepherdsville,  Ky.,  a pen  of 
April  hatched  R.  I.  Whites  exhibited  in  August  won  the 
sweepstakes  over  all  varieties.  At  Bennett,  Neb.,  a R.  I, 


White  pullet  won  the  special  for  highest  scoring  pullet 
in  entire  show.  At  La  Cross,  Wis.,  a R.  I.  White  cock- 
erel won  the  A.  P.  A.  special  for  best  male  bird  in  the 
show  under  one  year  of  age.  . At  Hazelhurst,-  Miss.,  a 
R.  I.  White  cock  received  first  prize  as  champion  of  the 
show. 

Their  popularity  has  come  from  true  merit  and  not. 
from  any  fad  or  expensive  advertising.  They  have  won 
their  way  in  every  section  and  climate  where  they  have 
been  placed.  The  very  fact  that  they  are  so  popular 
where  known  is  one  cause  of  their  not  having  been  ad- 
vertised more  extensively.  The  demand  for  them  has  been

growing  faster  than  the  supply  and  breeders  find  their 
surplus  easily  sold  with  little  or  no  advertising.  One 
breeder  says  he  has  never  been  able  to  supply  home  de- 
mand and  has  never  run  an  advertisement  in  any  paper,. 

In  conclusion  I want  to  say  that  science  is  playing  a 
great  part  in  the  efforts  that  are  being  made  to  produce 
more  profitable  poultry,  and  we  do  not  claim  that  there 
never  will  be  a better  breed  produced  than  the  Rhode 
Island  Whites,  but  we  are  quite  sure  there  are  none  exist- 
ing at  present.  We  are  perfectly  willing  to  let  the  other 
fellow  have  the  other  breeds — the  Rhode  Island  Whites 
are  good  enough  for  us.

SEVERAL  years  ago  the  writer  was 
a breeder  and  advertiser  of  Buff 
Plymouth  Rocks  and  it  was  amus- 
ing to  read  some  of  the  inquiries  re- 
ceived for  prices  of  breeding  stock. 
They  would  state  that  they  wanted  to 
pay  about  $2.00  for  a cockerel  and  would 
describe  the  kind  of  bird  they  wanted 
and  when  you  finished  readme  the  de- 
scription you  wondered  if  such  a bird 
had  ever  been  produced.  To  fill  this 
description  the  bird  would  have  to  be 
perfect  in  'every  section,  in  fact  they 
would  expect  a perfect  bird  and  one 
that  had  never  been  nroduced,  still  thev 
only  wanted  to  pay  $200  for  a cockerel, 
or  cock  of  such  quality.  While  I have 
never  bred  or  advertised  pure-bred  birds 
for  about  six  years  I am  sure  there  are 
just  such  cases  today. 

It  is  impossible  for  any  breeder  to 
sell  such  a bird  at  this  price  and  we  hope 
to  educate  the  readers  of  the  Industri- 
ous Hen  more  along  this  line  in  the 
future.

The  reason  of  this  is,  he  does  not  real- 
ize the  value  of  a really  good  bird  that 
compares  closely  with  the  standard^  In 
writing  an  advertiser  for  prices  of  stock 
tell  him  how  much  you  want  to  spend 
and  ask  him  what  he  can  furnish  you 
at  this  price,  and  I am  sure  you  will  get 
good  value  for  your  money. 

Do  not  expect  too  much  for  your 
money.  Learn  the  value  of  a good  bird 
and  how  hard  they  are  to  produce  and 
you  will  realize  that  you  can  not  buy  a 
twenty-five  dollar  bird  for  two  dollars.

How  the  Incubator  Scores  Over  the 
Hen. 

What  the  incubator  will  do,  and  which 
cannot  be  done  by  the  hens,  may  be 
stated  as  follows : It  can  be  operated  at 

any  period  when  hens  are  not  inclined 
to  sit.  Several  hundred  chicks  can  be 
hatched  at  one  time.  The  work  can  be 
done  in  winter,  when  there  is  little  other 
labor  required  on  the  farm.  It  gets  a 
large  number  of  early  chicks  to  market, 
which  bring  the  highest  prices.  It  may 
be  operated  with  little  loss  of  time.  It 
is  distinctly  a substitute  for  the  hen  at 
a season  of  the  year  when  hens  are  not 
disposed  to  be  broody,  and  thus  enables 
one  to  hatch  chicks  by  the  easiest  and 
most  available  method.

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| NOTES  -COMMENTS

WITH  greetings  for  the  new  year. 
The  year  1916  lies  out  before 
you.  It’s  up  to  you  to  do  some- 
thing. Your  success  depends  on  you. 
If  you  are  alive  to  every  opportunity 
that  comes  within  your  grasp;  if  you 
push  your  business  with  earnestness  and 
enthusiasm  you  will,  after  the  year  has 
passed,  be  able  to  look  back  and  feel 
proud  of  your  achievements  and  prog- 
ress. On  the  other  hand  if  you  give  up 
now  you  are  doomed  to  failure  and  you 
had  just  as  well  “close  shop’’  now.  Do- 
ing anything  in  a half-hearted  manner 
never  brought  success,  neither  does  it 
deserve  it.  Spur  up ! Do  something 
during  the  year  1916. 


Have  you  mated  up  your  breeding 
pens  yet?  If  not,  now  is  a good  time. 
Let  health,  vigor  and  vitality  be  your 
“guiding  star”  in  the  pursuance  of  this 
very  important  phase  of  your  poultry 
work.  No  matter  how  well  marked  a 
bird  is,  if  it  hasn’t  that  constitutional 
vigor  so  necessary  in -the  make-up  of  a 
heavy  layer,  then  do  not  use  her.  To  do 
so  is  to  lay  the  foundation  for  future 
trouble.  Remember  that  the  male  bird 
is  half  the  pen  and  choose  well  this  half. 
If  you  haven’t  one  that  you  are  perfectly 
sure  will  fill  your  bill,  then  by  all  means 
invest  a few  dollars  in  a good  one  from 
some  other  breeder. 


This  is  the  month  for  bringing  the  in- 
cubator and  brooder  out  of  the  storage 
rooms  and  getting  them  into  shape  for 
operation.  Be  sure  to  disinfect  them  well 
before  starting  to  use  them.  And  too, 
the  breeding  equipment  may  need  over- 
hauling. A friend  of  mine  started  his 
Mammoth  incubator  last  year  and  not 
until  the  day  the  chicks  began  to  hatch, 
did  he  even  take  a look  at  his  hot-water 
brooding  system.  Then  he  went  into  the 
brooder  house  to  start  the  fire  and  to  his 
disappointment  he  found  that  he  had 
left  some  water  in  the  heat  controlling 
apparatus  on  the  stove  and  that  the  cold 
weather  had  caused  the  water  to  freeze 
and  burst  the  pipe.  Yqu  can  imagine  he 
had  some  trouble  caring  for  hundreds 
of  little  chicks  until  he  could  wire  and 
get  a Coal-Burning  Colony  Brooder. 
Never  wait  until  you  are  ready  to  begin 
brooding  the  chicks  to  look  the  brooder 
over. 


Do  not  attempt  to  hatch  chicks  in 
January  or  February  unless  you  have 
the  right  kind  of  brooding  equipment. 
In  our  opinion  the  Colony  Brooders 
now  on  the  market  are  by  far  the  most 
practical  brooding  device  ever  put  on 
the  market.  We  all  know  that  it  is 
much  easier  to  hatch  chickens  than  it  is 
to  raise  them  after  they  are  hatched,  and 
this  is  especially  true  of  chicks  hatched 
early  in  the  spring  or  winter  when  the 
weather  is  so  cold  and  changeable. 


We  cannot  expect  good  hatches  unless 
we  have  strong  fertile  eggs,  and  them 
well  cared  for  from  the  time  they  are 
laid  until  they  are  placed  in  the  machine. 
The  following  rules,  if  carefully  ob- 


served will  do  a lot  toward  increasing 
your  hatching  percentages : 

First,  good  strong  breeding  stock ; 
second,  properly  fed  and  housed ; third, 
gather  eggs  often  in  cold  weather  to 
prevent  chilling,  in  hot  weather  to  pre- 
vent them  becoming  overheated ; fourth, 
keep  eggs  in  moderate  temperature,  and 
turn  them  regularly  while  holding  them 
for  incubation ; fifth,  select  only  medium 
sized,  smooth,  hard  shelled,  clean,  fresh 
eggs;  sixth,  carefully  follow  the  in- 
structions sent  out  by  the  manufacturer 
of  the  incubator;  seventh,  do  not  buy  or 
even  accept  as  a gift,  a cheap  or  shoddy 
incubator. 


The  poultry  shows  this  winter  have 
had  large  entries  and  good  attendance. 
The  breeders  are  full  of  hope  and  are 
buying  birds  at  good  prices.  The  indi- 
cations now  are  that  there  will  be  an 
unusual  demand  next  spring  for  breed- 
ing birds,  eggs  for  hatching  and  baby 
chicks. 


We  are  in  receipt  of  a letter  from  a 
friend  who  is  now  up  in  Massachusetts 
in  school.  Among  other  things  he  says 
that  eggs  are  sixty-seven  cents  per 
dozen  up  there  and  that  everything  is 
frozen  up.  Ah!  the  price  -of  eggs 
sounds  good,  but  that  cold  weather 
doesn’t.  Everything  frozen  up  does  not

increasing  is  evident  to  me,  for  scarce- 
ly a day  passes  but  what  I receive  calls 
for  information  as  to  where  this  or  that 
breed  may  be  obtained,  because  Florida 
has  no  poultry  publication  and  the  in- 
formation is  not  at  hand.

the  one  breed  that  is  most  popular,  that 
is  our  native  American  Bronze,  once  in 
its  wild  forest  nature,  but  has  been  so 
domesticated  that  they  are  now  on  al- 
most every  farm  in  our  country — but 
few  satisfied  with  any  but  the  largest 
thoroughbreds,  even  though  they  are 
sold  on  the  market,  for  our  country 
people  have  been  educated  up  to  the  fact 
that  the  largest  is  as  easy  to  raise  as  the 
smaller  ones,  in  fact  are  less  expense  to 
the  owner,  for  the  Bronze  has  that  wild 
nature  to  wander  far  out  on  the  field 
and  find  the  greater  part  and  I will  say 
almost  all  of  his  food,  and  when  time 
for  marketing  they  are  regular  mortgage 
lifters,  and  have  only  gleaned  the  fields 
of  insects  and  waste  grain,  or  forest 
acorns  and  beech  nuts. 

We  do  not  hear  the  growl  and  grum- 
ble now  from  the  up-to-date  farmer  that 


he  would  as  soon  raise  a hundred  hogs 
as  a hundred  turkeys,  like  our  fore- 
fathers used  to  do,  but  now  turkeys  are 
worth  from  15  to  20  cents  per  pound 
and  hogs  6 and  7 cents.  Can’t  any  sen- 
sible person  see  which  is  the  most  profit- 
able. For  breeders  I want  all  the  size 
I can  get,  to  have  typical  shape,  both  in 
male  and  female,  I want  well  rounded, 
deep  bodies,  large  head  and  foot,  show- 
ing strong  vitality.  The  tom  is  more 
than  half  the  flock,  consequently  we 
must  have  a vigorous  male.  One  male 
may  be  mated  to  as  many  as  ten  females 
with  good  results  of  hatching. 

For  market  only,  one  cares  little  for 
feathers,  what  color,  all  he  wants  is  size, 
but  we  seldom  find  a breeder  for  market 
who  will  keep  up  his  stock  to  this  size 
we  all  desire — often  I have  seen  farm- 
er’s wives  sell  all  of  her  largest  birds 
and  keep  the  smaller  ones  to  breed  from, 
because  the  larger  ones  bring  more 
money,  but  we  should  always  reserve 
our  best  for  breeders  and  sell  the  in- 
ferior ones  to  eat. 

I always  sell  my  culls  on  the  market 
and  will  not  sell  a cull  for  a breeder  at 
all,  not  even  to  one  who  wants  to  just 
raise  for  market,  for  I hope  we  can,  as 
fancy  breeders,  inculate  the  thought  in 


every  section  of  the  country  that  the 
largest  and  best  are  not  too  good  for 
any  of  us  to  breed,  either  for  show  room 
or  market. 

I want  to  see  the  beautiful  burnished 
gold,  with  pure  white  tippings,  evenly 
barred  wing  and  penciling  in  every  flock 
and  on  every  farm  in  the  South  to  take 
the  place  of  the  uncertain  cotton  crop. 
It  certainly  costs  less  labor  to  raise 
them. 

Drafts  at  Night. 


Cold  air  will  not  injure  fowls  when 
they  are  turned  loose  in  the  yard  and 
can  exercise,  but  when  on  the  roost  at 
night  and  a cold  stream  pours  on  one  of 
them  from  sunset  to  sunrise  the  chances 
are  that  the  bird  will  soon  begin  to 
droop,  perhaps  have  roup,  and  all  the 
others  take  the  disease.  A crack  or 
nail  hole  is  worse  than  to  have  the  whole 
front  of  the  house  open,  as  small 
streams  of  air  on  fowls  always  prove 
harmful. — Poultry  Record.

Here  is  a sectional  view  of  an  incubator  that 
has  successfully  hatched  millions  of  chicks  all 
over  the  country,  from  North  to  South,  from 
sea  to  sea.

The 
cause  of  this  habit  is  not  keeping  your  bird’s 
time  employed.  Make  them  work  and  exer- 
cise after  all  the  feed  you  give  them.  Keep 
them  busy  and  they  will  not  acquire  such  bad 
habits.

His  plant  just 
grew  by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  before  he 
realized  it,  the  doctor  was  having  consid- 
erable trouble  in  looking  after  the  chicks 
which  were  waiting  for  shipment.  When  one 
stops  to  consider  that  he  was  hatching  from 
35,000  to  40.000  chicks  a week,  it  is  not 
hard  to  understand  that  he  had  some  job  on 
his  hands. 

Well,  he  tried  a lot  of  different  brooders 
with  more  or  less  success,  but  none  of  them 
were  doing  the  work  as  he  thought  it  should 
be  done,  and  finally,  in  desperation,  he  started 
to  work  out  some  ideas  of  his  own.  The  doc- 
tor is  a thoroughly  practical  fellow  and  his 
long  experience  in  the  laboratory  stood  him 
in  pretty  good  stead,  with  the  result,  that 
after  two  years  of  constant  experiment,  he 
perfected  a coal-burning  brooder  that  was  as 
simple  as  A-B-C,  and  eliminated  all  the  ob- 
jectionable features  he  had  found  in  the  other 
coal  burners  which  he  had  tried. 

After  perfecting  the  brooder,  the  doctor 
had  a number  of  them  made  for  his  own  use, 
and  they  attracted  the  attention  of  every- 
body who  went  to  the  hatchery.  Their  abso- 
lute simplicity  and  perfect  action  appealed 
to  every  practical  man  who  saw  them,  with 
the  result  that  he  was  first  compelled  to  have 
a few  made  for  his  own  customers,  then  a 
lot  more  for  their  friends,  and  before  he  knew 
it  he  had  sold  over  500  of  them.  In  the  mean- 
time his  friends  were  urging  him  to  put  it 
on  the  market,  and  with  that  thought  in  mind 
he  took  it  to  the  Madison  Square  Show,  where 
he  sold  1 15  of  them  to  the  largest  and  most 
experienced  breeders  in  the  country  during  the 
five  days  of  the  show.

While  attending  the  Madison  Square  Show, 
Dr.  Smith  met  Mr.  Geo.  Cugley,  who  is  presi-

||  pers  he  will  take  the  imitators  into  court  and 
stop  their  illegal  business,  but  in  the  mean- 
time they  are  more  likely  to  fail  of  their  own 
weight,  as  I never  yet  saw  an  imitation  suc- 
ji  ceed.  All  hail  to  Dr.  Smith !
